The new Congress will be little dif- 
ferent in essential make-up from the 
86th. The power balances will be about 
the same although Republicans gained 
two Senate seats and 20 House seats to 
reverse a trend which began in 1954. 
The House lineup will be 263 to 174 
while the Democratic margin in the 
Senate is 64 to 36. 


Closeness of the election was reflected 
in the 27 governorship races. Democrats 
won 15 to 12 for the Republicans, a loss 
of one for the GOP. Of 50 governorships 
the Democrats now have 34, the GOP 16. 


President-elect Kennedy's program, of 
course, will depend on Congress. The his- 
toric coalition of Southern conservatives 
and Republicans will be an important fac- 
tor as always. Mr. Kennedy will have an 
advantage in White House alignment 
with Congress, and in having a personal 
party-line through Vice President John- 
son. Southerners will control most of the 
important committees. 


The 87th Congress is likely to be an 
independent one, requiring all of Mr. 
Kennedy’s persuasiveness and political 
skill to handle in order to get through his 
liberal programs.

What Will Crisp Jury 
Do About Those Slots? 


Some “private clubs” in Crisp County 
apparently are not very private. 


The sheriff, of course, has good rea- 
son for not knowing inasmuch as he 
has stated he does not go to them and 
therefore says he “doesn’t know what 
théy’ve got.” 

-However, state revenue agents in- 
vestigating for liquor law violations re- 
ported they had no trouble entering some 
so-called private clubs to make whisky 
purchases for evidence. 


Furthermore, they said they observed 
slot machines in three “clubs” and one 
‘“joint.”” This information was turned over 
to the sheriff who, according to the 
agents, first ordered the slots seized but 
later said not.to unless all other places 
operating such devices were raided. 

Any such establishments or clubs 
should be of special interest to the ses- 
sion of the Crisp County grand jury 
which has been called to meet Monday to 
consider some 20 cases involving alleged 
liquor law violations. 


The jury also might want to know 
what, if anything, has been done about 
those slot machines that state agents re- 
ported seeing.

New Approach Needed

The ruling by a special three-judge 


panel at Brunswick, which voided Geor- 


gia’s tobacco tagging legislation, comes 
as a disappointment to the state’s agri- 
cultural leadership and to a large num- 
ber of tobacco growers. But the law is the 
law.

untied tobacco. Therefore, when it is 
brought into Georgia from the Carolinas 
untied, so the thinking went which 
prompted Georgia legislation, it should 
be made to stand on its own merits while 
this state’s leaf also stands on its own 
merits. 


The federal judge panel at Brunswick 
held that the Georgia provisions were a 
restraint on interstate commerce and 
also were in a field where Congress had 
preempted legislative authority. 

So the next step is up to Agriculture 
Commissioner Phil Campbell, the Georgia 
Farm Bureau and individuals who want 
proper distinction made at the market 
place. 

Surely Georgia’s congressmen will 
join forces in battling for what is best 
for the majority of the state’s tobacco 
growers. Also the federal regulatory 
agency concerned should recognize the 
need for adjusting its rules in a situation 
such as this.

He is thinking of 
some kind of “direct primary” as a sub- 
stitute for the convention and a system 
which would end voting for electors in- 
stead of candidates. 

Some election reforms are needed in- 
deed as the 1960 experience proved. But 
the Montana senator will have tough 
sledding in getting Congress to go along 
with his ideas of abolishing systems which 
have served the nation throughout its 
history. 

He might have more luck with his 
proposal to shorten campaigns, however. 
The gruelling and painful spectacle of the 
one just ended has brought more and 
more people around to his way of think- 
ing. It seems to us, however, that they 
could be shortened by agreement between 
the two parties without the necessity of 
legislation. 

At any rate, Sen. Mansfield has 
brought up a perennial subject which de- 
serves public discussion.

in January. Nothing remotely approaching the wild ad walle ful— 
sometimes crackpot—‘‘First Hundred Days’ of the Roosevelt New 
Deal of long ago is in the cards—or ever was, for that matter. These 


are the 1960s; not the 1930s. 

President-elect John Kennedy is 
no doctrinaire professional ‘‘lib- 
eral,” and never was. He has 
not the smallest intention of going 
off on any vast spending spree. 

He won the election only with 
the decisive help of the copyright 
holder of the doctrine of ‘“‘mod- 
eration,”’ Sen. Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas. 

Now fully confirmed is what 
some of us as observers believed 
likely even then: That moment 
in Los Angeles-was the moment 
at which John Kennedy enabled 
himself to win the presidency of 
the United States. 

In the new Kennedy administra- 
tion there will be, of course, no 
place for ultraconservatism. But 
a moderate conservatism, looking 
ahead and not backward, will by 
no means be outlawed. 

It must be realized, for an ex- 
ample, that the new Congress, 
on the basis of the slight gains 
made by the Republicans, may be 
a bit more conservative-minded, 
if anything, than the old. 

The nature of Kennedy’s victory 
forecasts what he will do. He will 
proceed with full respect for the 
views—particularly the economic 


views—of those who voted against 
him. He is fully aware that sub- 
stantially half of the people pre- 
ferred Richard Nixon; that his 
mandate, though genuine, is also 
thin mathematically. 

Already reason has won tri- 
umphs of far more than mere 
partisan ‘significance. Our people 
are proved fair-minded — and 
notably in the old Democratic 
heartland, the South. During the 
campaign it was said endlessly, 
by violent Northern ‘“‘liberals” of 
a certain kind, that the South 
was ever so ‘‘anti-Catholic’’ and 
so would turn upon Kennedy. 

This correspondent suggested at 
the time that whatever “‘anti- 
Catholicism” really existed would 
turn out to be more prevalent 
in other regions, notably the rural 
Midwest. The returns have so in- 
dicated. 

Our peoples have shown they 
respect reason; they reject the 
glandular approach to politics. 
They coolly weighed up two cool 
and able men. In the end they 
preferred the one; but they did 
not, therefore, think that the other 
should be treated as an enemy 
of the republic.

WASHINGTON—The final returns put some- 
thing of a different hue on the election and jus- 
tify these conclusions: 1. 


President-elect John 


F. Kennedy won primarily on the strength of the Democratic Party 
which has grown steadily throughout the Eisenhower administration. 


2. While the Kennedy victory 
was nationwide in its range, the 
total popular vote was so close 
that it cannot fail to exert a mod- 
erating influence upon the new 
president. 


3. A Republican-Southern Demo- 
cratic coalition can well prove to 
be an even greater hurdle to the 
Democratic liberals in the 87th 
Congress than it was in the post- 
convention session. 

4. Vice President Lyndon John- 
son, as a result of the complexion 
of Congress, emerges as a power- 
ful and indispensable figure in 
the Kennedy administration. 

Let’s not forget and let us not 
minimize the fact that Mr. Ken- 
nedy won the election, that he 
won by a popular majority, how- 
ever narrow,.and that the effec- 
tive functioning of our system 
of government rests on majority 
rule. 

But there is another and signi- 
ficant side to what happened. It 
is that a long-standing, traditional, 
partisan Republican, Richard M. 
Nixon, nearly won the election. 

This is significant because it 
lays to rest the political theory 
that only an above-the-battle, non- 
partisan, essentially non-Republi- 
can war hero iike Dwight Eisen- 
hower can rise above the minority 
status of the Republican Party.

Today, through 
the county conventions that were 
held in February, 135 of Georgia's 
counties have a Republican or- 
ganization. In each of the 10 
congressional districts we have 
substantial people holding offices 
in the Republican Party.

Alma—Thank you for the sug- 
gestion that my ‘activities for 
Nixon might speed the develop- 
ment of an effective two-party 
system in Georgia. This was a 
factor in my determination to ac- 
tively support Nixon. However, it 
would be imprudent that I pre- 
sume to have a voice in long- 
range planning by Republicans for 


‘developing their party for grass- 


roots participation in Georgia poli- 


tics. 

The sincere and active interest 
of the present GOP leadership in 
building the party should be evi- 
dent in the Nixon-Kennedy race. 
Bob Snodgrass, Bill Shartzer and 
Jeff Davis are the ones who have 
opened the doors of the GOP to 
Georgians disenchanted with the 
national Democratic Party, but 
who agree with you that the na- 
tion is better served by the two- 
party system—not by rump par- 
ties. 

So, I won't presume to chart a 
course for them, but will gladly 
make a few observations that 
might be pertinent.

3. If the GOP in Georgia is led 
by men willing to put people be- 
fore party and party before per- 
sonalities—in that order—then it 
will have a decided advantage un- 
til the Democrats recognize that 
arrangement as the best way to 
be of service to Georgia. 

4. A weakness of the GOP has 
been the inclination of some local 
level leaders to prefer to win the 
organization rather than to win 
elections. ... 

5. State leadership of the GOP 
indicates a desire to encourage and 
back a better view. The retention 
of newcomers who came under 
the Nixon banner probably can 
be measured by the success of 
such better motives. 

6. I disagree that the presiden- 
tial race is a weather vane in a 
sudden gust. It is a turning point. 
It is a lift-off the launching pad 
for the Georgia GOP. 

7. The GOP must offer a more 
democratic party in Georgia than 
the Democrats who cling some- 
what to the dynasty conception of 
government. The GOP must offer 
alternatives where machine poli- 
tics thwart the will of the people 
in any area of Georgia. 

8. They can do this by olfering 
candidates of high caliber, great 
ability, energy and determination, 
and dedication to the public. They 
must be backed financially and 
technically. 

9. Newspaper support is neces- 
sary to prevail against laws that 
are designed to perpetuate the 
one-party system and hamstring 
two-party development. 

10. The GOP should not run men 
just for the sake of running and 
winning, but to serve a better 
public purpose than those who run 
otherwise. The Republican Party 
should be prepared to provide 
leadership wherever the public 
might be short-changed by self- 
serving officials or candidates. - 

11. It would seem that should 


the proper ideals be continued 


and applied by the GOP that sev- 
eral cycles of development could 
possibly produce a Republican 
administration in Georgia eight 
years from now. . .

The body re- 
acts to this by taking an in- 
crease of oxygen; you are ready 
to run or fight.”’ 

The polygraph, with its many 
sensitive needles, charts reac- 
tion. It is no better, however, 
than the operator. In cases of 
stealing, this has been true 
since time began. 

“Magistrates in India, year 
1400, knew of truth evaluation,”’ 
claims McMain. ‘“‘A wise magis- 
trate might have before him 
five persons accused of a crime. 
He had what might be called

Guilty Conscience 


Can Be Blessing 


“Conscience,” said Huckleberry Finn, 
“takes up more room than all the rest of a 
fellow’s insides.”’ There are times when it 


seems to pat us on the back, and other moments it tends to keep 
us awake with a haunting feeling that right and justice have been 


cheated. 

If | were to list what I be- 
lieve some of the greatest gifts 
God has so lavishly presented 
to the human family, you would 
find somewhere near the top of 
the list a guilty conscience. This 
gnawing feeling that disturbs 
the human soul when we do 
wrong is something for which 
we should be thankful. 

Guilt reflects three things 
about God and the human 
family 

1. It gives evidence to a moral 
universe. The Creator behind 
life is not neutral. God does 
not sit in a chair of indifference 
and watch the drama of human 
struggle. 

2. Then, guilt reminds us that 
there are certain moral stops 
on the keyboard of life which 
must be observed if we know 
genuine happiness. A life of 
gladness is the result of dis- 
covering these moral stops and 
finding through God the power 
and courage to obey them. 

3. Finally, guilt reflects a di- 
vine spark that God has placed 
in human personality. Human 
life has about it a dignity and 
worth that speak out against 
lewd and raw living. 

What can we do with our guilt 
feelings? There are two roads 
open to us. 

First, we can crowd them 
into the subconscious area of 
the mind. Here they will fester 


and erupt into some mental and 
nervous disease. Fear, frustra- 
tion and sleepless nights are 
ahead for those who seek to 
bury their past guilt feelings 
in the subconscious. 

second, we can take our guilt 
feelings by the hand and walk 
to the Altar of God. Here we 
can find release through genuine 
repentance which always re- 
sults in God's forgiveness. 

Genuine repentance means 
more than to be sorry for past 
actions. When a man repents 
he not only expresses a deep 
regret for the ugly sins of his 
soul, but resolves to follow God's 
plan for his life in the future. 

I am amazed to discover so 
many people living by the 
philosophy, ‘‘I believe I can get 
away with it.’’ This is the basic 
philosophy of the person who 
robs a bank, takes the life of 
another or cheats on his mate. 
This is also the philosophy of 
the dishonest businessman, the 
narcotic peddler and the crook- 
ed politican. It is the philosophy 
of the evil dictator, the boy who 
cheats on the exam or the per- 
son who lowers the moral gate 
to satisfy the sinful desires of 
the flesh. 

When the human family comes 
to believe that every injustice, 
cruelty and- evil act must be 
paid for, it is on the way to 
a noble life.

The polygraph and McMain, 
whose offices in the Fulton 
Federal Saving and Loan Bldg 
are becoming constantly crowd- 
ed, protect the innocent and also 
offer a second chance to caught 
thieves. 

‘‘Rehabilitation,”” McMain 
calls it. “There is no way of 
measuring the amount of steal! 
ing which goes on in every kind 
of business. The.figure is that 
63 per cent of the people will 
steal, given the right opportu- 
nity. Such a person is trapped, 
takes the detector tests, and 
then fully confesses. My rec- 
ommendation is that this person 
not be tried, but kept on the 
job. He is trained, feels better 
now that the weight of steal- 
ing and lying is from his shoul- 
ders, and he will make a much 
better employe. And he will 
never again steal from. this 
same employer.” 

I watched last week as Mce- 
Main ran truth tests. One man 
came for the consequences be- 
cause he knew that he had not 
been stealing the item. he was 
accused of taking. The poly 
graph proved this to be true. 
But it also tripped the trapped 
man into admitting that he had 
stolen just about. everything 
else, even to the shoes he 
was wearing 

‘The mind,” says McMain, 
who takes no sides and stays 
emotionally uninvolved, “‘is pure. 
It will not lie. It is the F fac- 
tors — fear and fight, backing 
us from danger, which makes 
us lie.”’ 

McMain doesn’t know what 
makes us steal. But if 
employes are stealing you 
blind in business, he knows how 
to stop it by polvgraph lie de- 
tecting. And even mothers can't 
lav claim to knowing this much 
about truth.

about anybody naming a baby for a president or any other public figure that I'm wondering if this 
could be a practice inspired by and practiced by Democrats only.

Tax Commissioner Standish 


'Thompson has renewed his warn- 
‘ing that persons who purchase 


cars after Jan. 1 in Fulton County 
should be sure they Know who is 
liable for that years property 
tax on the Car. 


Thompson reissued the warning 
after numbers of persons who 
bought cars after the first of the 
year and bought tags for them 
in Fulton protested the tax bills 
they were recently sent on the 
cars. 


The tax office sent out 40,000 
hills to car owners who allegedly 
bought tags for their cars here 
but failed to return them for prop- 
ertv. taxes. The owners were 
traced through tag registrations. 


The person who owns a Car on 
Jan. 1 is primarily liable for that 
year's tax, Thompson empha- 
sized. Therefore, a midyear car 
purchaser should be sure that the 
tax has been paid or that he 
reaches an agreement with the 
seller as to who is to pay the 
tax, he added. 


Thompson explained that the 
law requires the county tax as- 
sessors to examine the tax digest 
to see if tag purchasers returned 
their cars in their name for taxes.

“The owner has an opportunity 
to avoid paying this tax by show- 
ing it has been paid by the car’s 
previous owner,’ Thompson said.

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The one-day strike of teachers 
in New York proves how far 
they have gone — or been 
pushed—by circumstances. 


To those who feel that teach- 
ing is a high profession the 
thought that they had turned to 
this classic weapon of artisans 
is repugnant. There are, these 
people feel, other avenues of 
pressure. With children’s educa- 
tion at stake, there are ways 
of working out problems open 
to the teaching profession other 
than the posture of organized 
resistance. 


But are there? 

What conditions prevail in the 
classroom that has brought this 
once meek group, influenced by 
public disapproval against such 
audacity as smoking a cigarette 
or missing prayer meeting on 
Wednesday night, to this state 
of defiance? 


And beyond the classroom it- 
self, what relationship exists be- 
tween teachers, their principals, 
superintendents, boards of edu- 
cation and the parents of chil- 
dren they are hired to teach? 


Has communication between 
them failed? 


Teachers say it has. 


There are exceptions. Some 
teachers in some schools do 
their work quietly, effectively 
and happily 


But many go home at night 
on the verge of tears, praying 
for strength to avoid a nervous 
breakdown for another day. The 
frustrations they have faced in 
the past—the humiliatingly low 
salaries, the annual review of 
their professional abilities by 
less than professional stand- 
ards — have now been ag- 
gravated by unruly pupils who 
are backed in their rowdyism 
by permissive parents 


Things are seldom as bad as 
the movie Blackboard Jungle 
portrayed them. Few boys and 
girls bring switchblades to 
school in a normal community, 
though in New York, where the 
strike occurred, there have 
been echoes of ugly violence 
erupting in many schools. 


Even in our city in certain 
schools students and teachers 
engage in warfare. Nothing is 
taught or learned. Teachers 
dodge spitballs, scream above 
the clamor of constant, aimless 
chatter. 


And of course, they quit. 


In one ‘“‘good"’ school, senior 
students from prosperous homes 
drove off three teachers a year 
for three years before they got 
one with the courage and des- 
peration to stand her ground. 
Now this tenth one, a veteran,

is in her second year, gritting 
her teeth to hang on. 


“IT am not sure I am teaching 
them a thing. They must pass 
my course to graduate and I 
remind them of it. They laugh. 
Occasionally I see a little im- 
provement: a better theme, 
with a thoughful reflection of 
something we have tried to dis- 
cuss. An earnest effort. But 
most of the time I am holding 
them at bay—if I am lucky.” 


How do parents react to this 
condition? Do they know it ex- 
ists? 


“They are outraged... . at 
me. One of the rules I have is 
that students may not talk dur- 
ing tests. I tell them repeatedly. 
I write it on the blackboard. 
But at examination time, they 
talk. I pick up their papers, 
give them zeros. The next day 
| face their indignant parents.”’ 


“One day one of my boys 
cursed me. His mother upheld 
him.”’ 


Old-fashioned discipline, the 
rod or the heavy hand, have 
long disappeared from _ the 
schoolroom. Most teachers are 
glad of it. They do not have 
enough energy to spank every 
child in their crowded class- 
rooms. 


But unless they are hacked 
by a strong principal, indepen- 
dent of patrons’ disapproval, 
there are few methods open to 
teachers for correction. 


With a school bus waiting, 
you cannot keep a pupil after 
school.. He must ride with his 
group. If he is a member of a 
troup or a club or a league, he 
must be excused from school- 
work to attend the established 


meetings. The old desperate 
order to write “I will not misbe- 
have’ a thousand times is 
gone. You may not force a child 


to write a punishment. 


These are some of the frustra- 
tions. There are teachers in At- 
lanta who sympathize with their 
striking fellows in New York.

Family on TV Preterences 


A representative Amer- 
ican family, the R. L. 
Robertsons of Amarillo, 
Texas, who will be the 
subject of “Story of a 
Family” on Ch. 2 Mon- 
day, still give television a 
“positive” evaluation 
after eight years of view- 
ing. 


The nation’s television editors 
were askec to submit questions 
to the family. Thirty - three 
queries were compiled and for-

“Is your general evaluation of 
TV positive, negative or indif- 
ferent?”’ one question asked. 
The reply: 


“All three, but mostly posi- 
tive. There is still a lot of chaff 
on the air-waves, but we are 
at liberty to avoid it.”’

Another question was: “Do 
you feel ‘he benefit of good pro- 
grams offsets the effect of poor 
or mediocre shows?”’

The Robertsons have nine 
children ranging in age from 19 
years to 15 months. In addition, 
Grandmother Robertson is 78 
years old.
